Mr. Samucl J. Tilden, who, from having 
been a supporter of the Wilmot Proviso, and 
of Van Buren and Adoms on the Free-Soil 
platform in 1848, seems of late to have 
become one of the most embittered antagonista 
of the great principlo for which be then man- 
fully contended, thus prophesies in a letter to 
The Evening Post :

An Unouccessfal Trip—Naval Engagement 
in Ogeccheo River—The Monitor Mon- 
fnok onda ficet of Gunboats engage a 
Hebel Fort—Reoult of tho First Day's

Being anxious to witness the first trial of relative 
offensive and defensive officioncy of the Monitor 
Montauk I knew to be about being mado in the 
Ogecchoo River, I accepted a kind invitation of 
Col. Barton, of the 48th Now-York Volunteers, 
Commanding at Fort Pulaski, to accompany him 
upon an excursion to the expected scene of action on 
the steamer Mattauo, 

We left this port for Fort Pulaski evening before 
Inst, and yesterday morning set ont to Ogeech®o 
River by the inland pusssge, We passed through 


into the net of narrow water courees extending 
through what is known as Romney Mareh, and con- 
necting Warsuw with Ozsabaw Sound. Unforta- 
nately, our pilot had never made the passage before, 
and after en hour's run at a ventare, we found our- 
selves in the midst of the march, with the banks of 
the inlet we had been following narrowing ao close- 
ly that the boat could proceed no farther. After a 
{food deal of delay and exertion we extricated our- 
selves from the precarious situation into which wo 
had worked ourselves; bat it had grown eo lute 
in the day, in the meantime, that we were compelled 
{fo retarn to the Fort without having accomplished 
the object of our trp. ‘The disappointment was the 
greater as we had heard continuous firing of heavy 
ordnance during the morning, and even aaw the 
poffa of amoke of powder ascending after each dis- 
charge.

‘The Montauk arrived in Ossabaw Sound on Sun- 
doy, On Monday she entered Ogeechee Point, fol- 
lowed by the gunboats Seneca, Wissabicken, Dawn, 
Daffadil, and the mortar-schooner Williams. The 
fleet having come in eight of the enemy’s works, 
spent the afternoon in reconnoitering and getting 
rondy for the work of the next day. 

With daybreak yesterday tho vessels moved on 
their range, and abont 7 o'clock the combat was 
opened by a shot from the enemy. 

‘The Rebel fort is situated some ton miles from 


left bank, close to and about ten feet abovo the sar- 
face of tho river. ‘The river isabout 150 yarda wide, 
and the channel obstracted at a distance of 9 mile 
from the fort by a close row of piles. ‘The Montaak 
approached within a hundred yards of the obatrnc- 
tions, while the other veasels lay in lice come dis- 
tance to the rear of ber. 
The firing was kept up on our cide until 2p. m., 
with short Intermissions. The Rebel work was dis- 
covered to mount thirteon guns of: varions calibers, 
in casewutes, all of which at first responded to our 
fleet. About 9 o'clock thoso became eileut, and at 
noon only seven were worked. ‘Toward the close 
of our firing, the enemy's responses were confined 
to a single gun. 
Onr vessels stopped firing in order to eave ammn- 
nition for closor work, Our officers are certain of 
having disabled several if not most of the enemy's 
guns; but as the object of the attack was not only 
to draw the Rebels ont of the fort, but also to out 
out or destroy the Nashville, and as the latter por- 
tion of the programme conld not be carried out at 
‘once, on account of the obstructions in the channel, 
it was deemed best to discontinne the attack until 
the piles could be removed aud a way opened to the 
Monitor to within close range of tho fort aa well as 
to the Nashville. 
‘The work of romoying the piles was commenced 
lost night, and Capt, Worden was confident of being 
able to paes the obstructions by to-morrow morning, 
when bo will bring bia veasol as close to the fort as 
ber draft will-allow. ‘That the tremendous pro- 
jectilos of his guns will speedily demolish the work 
Iho also connidore certain, ; 
‘The guns of the Montauk worked to the entire 
satisfaction of her commander, ap did the turret ma- 
chinery, The last doubt as to her imperviouaness 
bas been dono away with by this, her first trial, 
‘Thirteen sbolle and solid sbote struck her deck, sides 
and turret without making apy impression, beyond 
hardly perceptible dente. So alight was the effect 
of the enemy's missiles that her crew did not know 
that she had been strack until they examined her 
after the combut was over. None of the wooden 
Youtols wore struck, nor is there a single casualty 
reported in tho fleot.

FROM NEW-ORLEANS. 

———— 
Arrival of Texas Refagees at New Orleans 
—The Story of the Escape of Eleven 
United Sintes Soldicre—A Fuyitive’s 
Diary. 
From Our Special Correspondent. 

Now-Onrmays, Feb. 1, 1663. 

Provions advices have, I suppose, informed you 
of the arrival of the propeller Kensington off this 
port, from the Rio Grande, whither it was eent to 
acaomplish the removal of threo hundred Texan ex- 
iles—men, women and childron. ‘The veesel reached 
this place on the evening of tho 29th of January. 
Among tho moro interesting of tho party wore 11 
soldiors belonging to the.8th U.S. regular infantry, 
who, in conjunction with their comrades, were sur 
rendered to the Rebela by the treachory of Twiggs,’ 
nearly two years ogo. ‘The story of the escape of 
the poor fellows is woll worth rolating. 
Their names are as follows: 
Sergeants Churles Douglas, Wisconsin, and Ira 8. 
Coan, New-York; Corporals’ Charles Worch, Ger- 
map, Ed. Waller, Englishman; Masician Robert 
Sandorson, New-York City; Privates Francis Brett, 
Wisconsin, Stephen Conuor, Illinois, Samael Wi 
son, Pennsylvania, John Swart, New-York, Henry 
Barns, Micbigan, Ernest Ceider, Saxony. 

When taken prisoners, on May’9, 1861, at St. Lucas 
Springs, 16 miles west'of San Antonio, they were 
319 in number, commanded by Lieat.-Col. J. V. D. 
Reeve of their rogimont, and on their march toward 
the coast, expecting to quit the Stato by the port of 
Todianola, a proffer of eufo transit having been ten- 
dered them by Twiggs, tho traitor, Learning that 
1a large body of Confederates was advancing toward 
them, thoy struck tents at 1a. m,, and pushed for

peared, led by Gen. Van Dorn, Not knowing the 
force of tho onemy, our men arranged their baggage 
wagons as o defense in the corral, aud uwuited 
tho oneet. The Rebels, with 700 cavalry and two 
batteries, soon filed to the right and left of the rond, 
aud formed in order of battle, Presently a Col. 
Wilcox appeared with a flag of trace, demanding 
en unconditional surrender, Which was reluctantly 
acceded to by Col. Reovo, after Lieut. Bliss bad 
been allowed ‘to ascertain the extent of the euperi- 
ority of the enemy's force. Accordingly the 317, 
soldiers were marched into San Antonio under con- 
voy of the Rebels, and thero stacked their arms os 
prisoners. 

After ten days guarded sojourn fn camp, fivo 
miles from town, at the hedd of the San Antonio 
River, and twenty in that city, they consented to 
givo their paroles not to Ienve the county or to serve 
anes in the United States Army until duly ex- 
changed. Since then their: experience bas been of 
the promiscuous order. “They were at Camp Van 
der chargo of a company Antonio, autil| 
till the beginning of Decomber, at which place the 
Rebels effected s division of their captives on the 
principle of axsigning each of the seven Union com- 
panies to aeeparate post. Thus, Co. C was sent to 
Camp Verde, Co. H to McChief, Co. I to Colorado, 
Cos. Band K to Fort Chadburn, Co, Fto Camp 
Cooper, and Co. E to Bort Bolknap. This plan 
Insted until reno 1882, when six companies were 
brought together at Fort Mason, 85 miles from San 
Antonio, where they continued natil Jaly, ouly Co, 
C remaining at Camp Verde, to bo, however, ro- 
anited with the rest at San’ Antonio, the center 
about which they seom to have revolved. 

From May to September, 1861, they declaro they 
were not badly treated, being supplied with fresh 
beef and regular rations. From the latter date to 
the close of the year they experienced a direful 
falling off in gastronomic luxuries, getting very 
little salt or angar, and less vegetables, to be sabso- 
quently renowwed and to fail ayain, socording to the 
resources of their eaptora. It a weary and 
monotonous existence, and having endured it for 
seventeen dreary months these eleven men,now in 
New-Orleans, resolved to escape dnd accomplished 


it , 

They left in four parties, crawling ont after‘dark, 
between guards. Iahall condense the narrative of 
each to a mere skeleton, iutending presently to 
alloey each hero to be his own historian, 

Sergeant Coan, with two others, possessing, at 
starting, four pounds of corn bread each, mixed with 
ealt and water, and $6 as a common fund, succeeded 
in reaching Monterey on the 18th of October, 18 
remaining there till January 20, when the United 
States Consul sent them to Bagdad, on the Rio 
Grande, from which placo they came to this port on 
the Kensington. 

‘The eecond purty, originally 14 in namber, left on 

the eame night as the first. ‘Ten were alaiost im- 
mediately retaken, and punished by confinement in 
double irons at San Antonio, Tho romoining four, 
Douglas, Sandeman, Swart and Ceider, followed 
nearly the same route as Coan’s party, 01 iy 60 miles 
to the southward. They got to Monterey during tho 
second week of December. 
Phe third party, comprising Brott and Burns, fled 
ontho 9%h of November, 162, into a wood, lying 
concenled all the following day in a tree, aud being 
supplied with food by a woman, who brought them: 
cotumeal. Marcbing by might and-keepiuy hidden 
by day, (a precaution generally adopted by the rest 
of tho’ rugitives), they reached Brownsville in 12 
days, and Monterey just before Christmas, 

‘Phe fourth party, Wilson and Connor, (completing 
the 11,) seized the opportunity afforded by the ro- 
moval of tho camp of their captors from San Antonio 
to Fort Birney, 25 miles distance, to effect their es- 
cape, uot being missed in the confusion, 

cturning at night to the abandoned camp for the 
purpove of digging up some fifty pounds of pro- 
Visions which they had necroted aud buried, they 
followed the ronte of the firat party, arriving at 
ed goal, Mutamoras, on the 22d of De- 


tion in but a sorry plight, there to be kindly cared 
for by the United States Consul, who clothed and 
fed them. They add the following particulars about 
thogo of their comrades whom they left behind: 
Steward Bergman aud Privates MoCarty and 
Waesouberger died in captivity. 

Sergeants Burko and Hill wero kitled while at- 
tempting to cacape, their bodies being discovered by 
their comrades at about 20 mites above Brownsville, 
With the faces mntilated to prevent recognition, 
Othors, names unknown, shared a similar fate. 

‘Tho ‘survivors are yet ut Fort Birney, 35 miles 
from San Antonio, The officers of the regiment aro 
as follows: Col. I. D. Reeve, commander; Capt. 
E, D. Bloke; Major Jes. V. Romford; Dr. Patera; 
Lieut. Freadloy, acting Quartermaster; 2d Lieat. 
M. Lazelle; Lieuts. Peok, Jones, Van Horno, 
Frank, and Blise. All these gentlemen, unless pa~ 
roled, released, or dead, are still prisoners. 

I now presenta portion of the narrative of Ser- 
geant Coan, a diary written by the way:

REBEL DISTRESS. 

In tho Robel correspondence recootly cap- 
tured on the Huntress we find nothing of 
apecial interest except some additioual evidenca 
of the extremo acorcity and distross within tho 
insurgent States, Bessre, Vernon & Co., 
Government coutractora at Richmond, writo to 
the Rebel Secretary of, War that tho freight 
per tun from Naseau to o Conlederato port is 
$500, payable in advance, end equal to $1,500 
in Richmond, This enormous rate makes it 
impossible to import on private nccount many 
articles indispeveablo to be supplied, and the 
Goveromont is urged to undertuke, on its own 
uecount, the business of running the blockade, 
Prices are in proportion to freights. Salt, 
worth §7 50 per tun in Nassau, brings $1,700 
in Richmond; Coffee is $240 per tun in Nassau 
—$5,500 io Ricbuiond. A blockade which has 
raised prices to this extent cannot be wholly 
iueffectual, though eoiiething of the inflation 
is fairly chargeable to the iuordinute expansion 
of the Robel currency.

From a Japanese woman, who kept n wayside inn 
ortea bonse not far from where the bloody ecene 
Was enacted, we have the following interesting 
account: 

Richurdeon, after be was fatally wounded, rode 
his horse 200 yards, when he fell off; Ho managed 
to get poate fect again and to reach tbia inn, 
where bo sat down upon a bench at tho front of the 
houre nnd called for water. The woman brought 
him wator end urged him to go tothe rear of the 
honge, where he would be safe ont of sight. But 
Richurdson, cithor too exhuusted to comply, or, 
more probally, not understanding the language, re- 
mained sitting when the train again approached. 
‘Tho wowan, fearfal of what might happon, took ber 
two children and went into the upper part of tho 
house, from whence she could cea ond hear what 
Was going on. She states that the roldiors of the 
train stopped and gatbered aroand Richardson, and 
that when he was recognized hy the chief, he ordored 
his followers to cnt off his head. They mado eev- 
eral attempts to ecizo Richardson's long beard, 
ich bo for a while parried with one hnnd, till 
bat wis cut off, when one seized his beard with one 
band, ond holding his heid back, deliberately sev- 
ered i} with bis sword in the other.

when another royal edict illumines the walls of 
Yedo and lightens the hearts of the people. ‘Tho 
order for the removal of the Daimios is conuter- 
manded, the trains no longer go thronging out of 
the city, barred gates and closed windows aro 
thrown ‘open to the anolight, and the people give 
themselves up for a day and night to rojoicings, 
feastings, proceseions, and illuminations, 

Strangely like a reform movement in Japan this 
all seems, yet there are grave Japanees heads whiob 
are ehaken ominously, while their lips whisper this 
ig olla delusion: that which is thoa put forth as the 
act of the Government, is the act of those old lorda 
aud barons of the empire emancipating themselves 
from onerous subjection to the controlling power at 
Yedo, Itis they who have refused to keep up ceromo- 
nious observances for the exaltation of the Tycoon’s 
Court; they who have refused to impoverish them- 
selves with a burdensome tax for the support of idle 
cervants und useless retainers, to make a show in 
the imperial city; they who have refused to spend 
all their lives and exhaust their iucomes in traveling 
from town to city audcity to town egain, living half 
the yours away from wives and children, end main: 
tainiug a double honsehold; they, too, who bave of 
lute beon thrusting forth anow the pretensions of the 
Mikudo as the true and ovly Emperor to whom nl: 
leginuce wes due, hoping to return to the old days 
when the Mikado was sovereign in Minco, and they 
wore each covercigna in their own provinces aud 
Kept their own Conrt. Nay, eome even dare to 
whisper that the intended visit of the Tycoon to the 
Mikado is a forced concession on the part of the 
former of the real sovereignty of the latter, and will 
result in his abdication of the throue; that such a 
reault will not come about peaceably, aud that before 
six moons have come and goue, we shall see the 
flames of civil war light up the empin 
But manger all theso croakings, if posmbly true 
propheay though they may be, let’ os regard them 
rather a8 the usual doubts and fears of old congery- 
atiem, and be hopeful that Japan ia really, movin 
forward by the uid of a strong government in the 
march of empire.

Causes oF sickxEss aro to be found moro or less 
commonly around every farm-bonse, Sometimes the 
caneo ia in a foul drain or cesspool, and oftener in de- 
caying vegetables in the cellar. Stagnant water in 
the cellar is a groat breeder of disease. Let there 
ulwaya ho a free paseago of air throngh the cellar by 
taking out tho windows so that the air can circulate 
freoly and keop it healthy. If there are stagnant 
ponds near your dwellings, they should be drainud. 
Romoye os far as yon con every eauso of diseass; bo 
temperate and regular in all your habite, avoid ex- 
posure, and be careful about eating. 
Poisons aro numerons, and often lark unsus- 
pected about many dwellings, tendivg to produce 
sickness. Among'other poisons we eunmorate Ox- 
alio Acid, used in solution for cleaning brass and ro- 
moviug stains from linen, which is a viralent poigon, 
Lime forms an ineolnblo compound with it, aud

Poieon Snmach (ins venenata) and Poizon Vino 
or Poison Ivy (R. toxicodendron) produce oxces- 
sive irritation of tho skin, and evon blistering from 
contact, with most pereons, and eome are eo sensitive 
that the odor only of the first or ita smoke in burning 
roduces moat painful results. The Wild or Poison 
Parmip has a similar effect upon eome persons, and 
some very delicate skins are nifected by the garden 
parsnip. The eflect is bightened when tho leaves 
‘are covered with dew; when dried they may be han- 
dled with safety. 

Water Hemlock (Cicuta maculata) is a violent 
poison. From the form of ite inflorescence aud the 
aromatic odor of ity seeds and root it is sometimes 
mistaken for sweet cicely by children. Pains abould 
be taken to extirpate it wherever found, us alo to 
prevent the spread of a similar plant, a foreigner, 
Polson Homlock (Conium maculatum). 
Larkspur, Monkehood, and Foxglove. 

Opium, tho product of the poppy, in some form, 
ther as laudanum or elixir, is a very fre- 
quent means of poisoning, Those medicine aro too 
powerful to bo trusted in ignorant hands, us the 
yearly record of fatal accidonts sadly attests, 

Tho green'color on wall-paper and on carde at- 
tached to various dry goods, often contains arso 
a eivgle square inch baying enongh to destroy a 
child. Green wall-paper is unfit for usw, expecially 
for clesping rooms. Tho exhalation from euch walls 
has been known to sicken the occupavte. 

‘The frequent uso of poisonous colors upon candy 
or children’s playthings demands tho utmost caution 
on the part of parents. The red, green, yellow, and 
bloo colors may all bo harmless, but fatal cases of 
poisoning and the examination of chemists prove 
that the groseest ignorance or the deepest depravity 
provails with some makera aud venders. 

Copper, in all its forms, is poisonous, Acid or 
greasy food allowed to stand in copper or bruss ves 
sols readily corrodes them, and proves their unfitness 
for sach usca. Tho metallioor brassy taste of the 
articles ueuslly affords reasonable warning. 

Common black writing ink, made of natgalls and 
fron, is hot poieonons, but the blue ink bas a differ- 
‘ent composition, and is co in a greater or les degree. 
Indelible ink, and also hair dyes having nitrato of 
silver as the eagontial ingredient, are poisonous. Cor- 
rosive sublimate used in alcohol as a bedbug poison, 
should never be kept in families, ag it has been the 
cauge of very many accidente. 

Phosphorus, an ingrediont in friction matches, is o 
deadly poieon. ‘Too mach cantion cannot be need to 


anything in their moutbs, The freo use of warm 
water will not only fayor the vomiting which may 
ensue from thoaction of the pofgon itself, butasa 
diluent it may serve to weaken ite power and ren- 
dor it comparatively harmless. Common table mus- 
tard is a very prompt emetic, Tho dose is a tea- 
spoonful of dry mustard; stir this in o tambler of 
water and drink at ono draught. It is quick, sure, 
and agreeable ws any emetic, If come remains in the 
atomach it does no harm. In a fev cases some anti- 
doto may neutralize the poisonous substance in the 
stomach, but the main dopeudence mast be in remoy- 
ing immediately ils contents, cither by an emetic, or 
better by the stomach pamp. Vegetable acide, as 
vinegar, aro good antidotes to many of the vegotablo 


& | poisons, yet no rules can. be given upon which it 


would be eafe to rely without medical assistance. 
Beg Stixos anv Musneto Bires.—We haye of- 
ton cured the poison of bos strings and relioyed the 
pain almoet instantly by an application of spirits of 
hartshorn (liquid ammonia), If that is not{convenient, 
wot the ekin and epply powdered ealeratna or eal 
coda, which gives to come pereons instant relief, 
Tho same remedies thinga may be applied with suce 
cess for musketo bites upon children or others, when 
they are particularly poisonous. Somebody bas pul 
lished @ etatement that if a pleco of rawbcef 
placed in a room infested with maoketoos, they will 
all suck the beef and lot the people alone. 

Saxe Bites asp Reszpres.—The most virulent 
and fatal of all poizons, excepting always the poison 
of bad ventilation, comes from snake bites, which are 
inflicted occasionally in tho now eettloments of our 
country. Wo have known death to occur in geveal 
cages fer want of a little knowledge of remedies at 
hand. Ono remedy isto drink whisky or any spi 
as e0on as possible, enongh to produce ingeneil 
‘Another remedy {s to kill q chicken, or any 
other janimal, and cut it open and apply the 
warm flesh to tho wound, holding it fast, and 
renewing it when it loses the animal heat. Another 
is a poultice of equal parts of raw onion, tobacco, and 
salt, mashed together, moistened with whisky, and

olive oil we know toboa very valuable remedy, taken 
in half-gill doses, and with cloths soaked in oil bound 
upon the bitten spot. We earnestly recommend a 
trial of the following remedy: Weta bunob of lint 
with a teaspoonfal of cbloroform and lay it on the 
bite, avd cover it with a watch crystal, a wine glass, 
or atombler, preseed down ao as to excludo the air, 
and bold it there fifteen to thirty minates. It will 
probably raiso a blister, and prove eo painful that 
tho pain of tho poison will not bo felt.
